Iu the northwest there are a large 
number of veteran Union Soldiers who 
participated in the battle at Nashville. 
a clear ani very entertaining 
narrative of Hood’s Nashville campaign, 
by Capt. J. W. A. Wright, in the current 
number of the Philadelphia Weekly 
Times, the following battle-pictures are 
taken which will interest1 all concerned 
in that engagement: 
111 preparing the best defensive wrorlie 
for the conflict of December IS, which 
was the most general action and by far 
the bloodiest battle at Nashville, our 
men along the slope at Overton hill— 
who liad been made experts in ditching 
by the Atlantic campaign—found it im­ 
possible in tile short interval 
from 
midnight till the morning’s attack was 
to 
l>e expected to construct earth­ 
works of any value. 
A foot or two lie- 
low the surface they struck the ljme 
rock and they found it impossible to 
displace enough soil for their purpose. 
so our brigade w as compelled that night 
to make the safest b reastw o rk s we could 
out of trees we cat near the lines.* 
As 
it was our men made very good wood­ 
works w ith head logs, but these were a 
poor protection, except against minie 
balls. 
On the day of that bloody and mem­ 
orable battle our division -Clayton’s — 
formed the right of Hoods line, Steven­ 
son’s division connected with our left, 
and next to the 
left was Johnson’s 
division. 
The respective brigades of 
our divisions were posted as follows: 
Stovall’s from Georgia on the right, 
extending east aud south ward—iu a 
curve to protect our flank—towards the 
railroad cut already mentioned. 
Next 
to the left md westward came Holtz- 
, claw s Alabama brigade, to which my 
regimeut belonged, its left resting on 
Franklin {like. 
Immediately to our left I 
was Gibson’s brigade from Louisiana, I 
w ith its right on Franklin pike. Pettus’ 
brigade of Alabamians supported Gib- I 
son’s left. 
Gibson s men were behind j 
a light stone wall, strengthened by such i 
material as they could secure. Stovall’s i 
and Pettus’ brigades, Fenner's battery j 
and the rest of Hood’s forces had such 
l<eastworks as they could hurriedly 
make with a limited supply of tools in 
eight or ten hours. 
After day dawned we could site our j 
entrenched line of battle with an unob- < 
structed view, unusual in our exper 
ionce. stretching iii nearly a straight 
line slightly south of west from our 
position for nearly two miles to the 
Granny White pike. 
This line was a1- j 
mo*t at right angles to the Franklin 
pike, which runs there slightly west of 
north. 
The brigades and batteries of 
our division defended 
Overton 
hill, 
which is just to the right of Franklin 
pike as you approach Nashville, ami j 
which was considered the key to Hood's 
position. 
Our hastily constructed line 
of works extended across the northern 
slope of Overton hill. 
The left of 
Stovall’s brigade was along the north­ 
eastern slope and the right of Holtz- 
claw’s along.tile north and northwes- 
ern slopes of that hill. 
In a slight interval lietweeu these 
brigades 
was Fenner's battery, with 
four guns on the line of. battle, ('apt. ; 
Fenner himself being in command that 
day of Eld ridge’s battalion of artillery, ; 
which was supported by Clayton’s in- ! 
fantry. 
The Eufaula light artillery— j 
four pieces — w as just in rear of the 
aj>ex of the bill. 
These two batteries, 
or eight guns in all. were the only a r ­ 
tillery immediately employed in the 
bloody work of defending Overton hill. ; 
They rendered signal service—the E u­ 
faula battery, as Gen. Clayton inform­ 
ed me, lie ing moved by hand, to right 
and left, as required in the hottest of 
the fight. 
The regiment to which I belonged, 
the Thirty sixth Alabama 
infantry, 
formed tho left of Holtzclaw’s brigade, 
its left resting on Franklin pike. 
Capt. 
Nathan ll. Carpenter of Company H 
was in command of our regiment at that 
time and hail charge of its right wing. 
while the writer, as second in command. 
hail charge of its loft, our three field 
officers being then wounded or in pris­ 
on. 
Our jiost was very favorable for 
observation in line of battle on the 
commanding slope near Franklin pike. 
Our regiment had not quite finished 
its abattis of brush—thrown together 
hastily and roughly from tho limbs and 
tree tops cut from our logs at night 
w hen lietweeu 8 and ‘J o’clo-k in the 
morning the federal batteries began a 
terrific shelling of our works. 
This was 
continued till nearly noon. 
Then came 
several charges en masse, the chief ob­ 
ject of which seemed to lie to gain po­ 
sitions near our line preparatory to the 
final assault which followed. 
For, 
when w ithin 200 or SOO yards of us they 
lay down, holding and waving aloft 
their regimental colors for some time in 
the midst of irregular musketry and 
some artillery firing on troth sides. 
Soon after midday the federal bri­ 
gades assigned to this work had taken 
their positions. 
They then made then- 
next advance, lieitig met by some des­ 
ultory firing, such as that mentioned 
above. 
Again they pause and lay down 
for a time. 
Then suddenly, with a 
shout along their linp, came their heavy 
charge—the heaviest charge of infantry 
concentrates! on any one point that I 
witnessed during the war—w ith the re­ 
sults told very candidly in the federal 
official reports. 
Our men were lining their works in 
closer ranks tfian ever I saw them in 
any previous or later battle. 


the unusual distinctness with which 
from our hillside we could see more than 
a mile of Hood’s line to our left. 
Be­ 
yond that the view was cut off by a thick 
skirt of woods through which his lino 
of battle passed. 
No member of our 
victorious brigade who witnessed that 
terrible route can ever forget the sur­ 
prise and chagrin with which we saw 
men and riderless horses rushing in 
wild confusion from that woods toward 
tile Franklin pike in our rear, closely 
pursued by the “ boys in bine,” amid 
the shriek and carnage of battle, and 
then regiment after regiment falling 
back in succession from their works to 
avoid being flanked, until it became 
necessary 
to withdraw the whole of 
Hood’s right w ng in haste to prevent 
our retreat from being cut off by a 
movement from our left and rear. Boon, 
over the plains in full view, there was a 
scene of confusion that baffles descrip­ 
tion. 
The horses of battery after battery— 
where the horses had not lieen killed 01 
disabled- were rushed to the front at 
full speed and hitched to their guns to 
hurry them oft’and avoid capture.* Tow ­ 
ards our left many were too late to save 
their batteries. 
In a short time the rout 
and disorganization 
were 
complete. 
One of these strange fancies to which : 
armies are sometimes subject bari seized 
the most of Hood's men- veterans os 
most of them were. 
Gen. Holtzclaw 
hail reason to lie proud of his brigade, 
and Gen. Clayton of his division, fot 
their defence of Overton hill and theii 
conduct as H oou’h rear guard in that 
most trying emergency. Clayton’s com­ 
mand performed here a service for 
Hood’s army such as Thomas hail for 
Itosecrans at Chickamauga—saved it 
from total destruction.

ror in alignment one of his brigades had 
a difficult point to hold. 
In the dark­ 
ness of the previous night they hail oc­ 
cupied a mound, at the bale of which it 
was easy lor the Union forces to mass 
themselves near our works for attack 
tinder cover of a heavy artillery fire. 
(rem Thomas to ! advantage of this 
and between 3 and 4 
m., 
under a 
concentrated fire of m any field pieces, 
he pushed forward ad m -io n of infan­ 
try to the base of this mound, where 
they 
were 
well 
protected. 
By 
a 
sudden and gallant charge these men 
scaled the mound and carried entrench­ 
ments that crowned it. Bate’s men not 
venturing to show tln-ir heads aliove 
their works on account of the -torm of 
shot aud shell that sw ept them incess­ 
antly until the as-ault was consummat­ 
ed. 
This one breach was so promptly 
followed up bv Thomas’ overwhelming 
nurnlier.i that H o d's army was crush­ 
ed and all chances of his success in Ten­ 
nessee finally destroyed. 
The confederates lost comparatively 
few in killed and wounded, but many 
prisoners, including Gen. LU ward John­ 
son—Sherman 
says over 4,0**)—and 
fifty cannon, in aldition to these lost in 
tbe unfinished redoubts on the previous 
day.

Last Tuesday night the limited At­ 
lanta express en the New Orleans & 
Northeastern road was plunging along 
at the rate of thirty-five miles an hour 
when she struck an obstruction, and 
the engine was thrown from the track 
and turned on her side. 
The air 
brakes worked well and the train was 
saved. 
The engineer and fireman 
were jammed by the tender against 
the boiler 
head. and 
scalded and ■ 
roasted to death. 
Heavy spikes had 
been driven in a cross-tie and then I 
bent over the rail. 
Suspicion rested * 
upon a man named John Barker, and 
he and his son were arrested bv the | 
officers of the law. 
A mob of about 
IOO men was soon collected, and they 
proceeded at once to take possession of 
tbe prisoners. 
They denied 
their , 
guilt, but the son, a mere bor, was 
tortured by burning his hands almost I 
oft’, when he confessed that himself 
and father had wrecked the train, 
When he 
had finished his statement his hands 
were withdrawn from the stove and he 
fell fainting on the door. 
The red- 
hot handcuffs fell clattering to the 
lloor. 
The angry mob, seeing the boy 
was maimed for life, decided to spare 
him, but tied his father to a tree and 
in tile presence of the tortured boy 
shot him to death, literally riddling 
him with balls. 
The mob did its 
bloody work on Friday, and the corpse

The Driver's 
association determined not to work 
and to do violence to any one who 
dared to drive a car. 
Now and then, 
all through the day a straggling car 
could be seen going out through the 
rain, and persons who had not heard 
the news would board the ear and pay 
their fare, only to tie left at the ear 
stables or some other distant place. 
As the day wore on men who dared to 
drive a caf were caught and beaten 
for their impudence, and in many 
cases mules were unhitched and the 
cars left standing on the street and in 
some cases lifted across the track. 
A 
number of the associates were locked 
up by the police, and along in the af­ 
ternoon a general riot was feared aud 
the sympathies of the people turned 
against the street car men. 
Ladies in 
many places felt that they were not 
safe on the streets. 
In the afternoon there occurred 
A RIOT AT LEE CIRCLE. 
There was a large collection of men 
and boys. black and white, at the cor­ 
ner of Canal and Royal and spreading 
all over the neutral ground. 
They 
were standing still, shuffling round on 
their feet, craning their necks, then 
pulling them in, as if trying to draw a 
Pry tan ia street ear in sight, and asking 
all sorts of questions relative to the 
strike and how they were to get up 
town. 
There were strangers in that crowd 
who were anxious to get somewhere, 
ladies with tir»*d feet, an't little chil­ 
dren holding them by the hands: men, 
wives aud mothers, w ho wanted to get 
home, and whenever a ear rolled up to 
the stand a rush was made, a scram­ 
ble for seats, and a push to gain en­ 
trance, were the occupations of the 
moment. 
The trip- were growing in­ 
frequent and much further apart, for 
committeemen of the strikers wore 
persuading and frightening the men 
off' the cars, which in consequence 
soon ceased to run 
The. reporter then walked out to 
Baronne street where one of the ( ar- 
rollton line was ready to move up 
town, 
It was jammed when it left th- 
stand, and the mules could scarcely 
pull it along. 
It was then quarter to 
3. 
As it turned from Belord street to­ 
ward St. Charles and neared Lee place 
it stopped. 
Just ahead, on the down 
track, was car No. 37 of the same line 
surrounded by an infuriated crowd,led 
by a striker named Mason. The driver 
of No. 37, st man named Depez, was 
dragged over the da>hboard, knocked 
down, kicked and brutally used. 
On 
regaining his feet he started to run and 
was pursued and beaten. 
He finally 
sought refuge in a boost on Br. Charles 
street, the mob following him to the 
door and breaking the flower vases 
that were on tliesiite of the steps. 
Mason then. followed bv his gang, 
returned down the track, stopping 
cars 51 and 52, taking out the mules 
and driving them off'. 
He was curs­ 
ing, yelling, defying the law, shout­ 
ing, wanting to fight, abusing bystan- , 
dors, assaulting passengers, and. back­ 
ed bv his followers, began ordering 
people away and threatened to whip 
any man who dared epee iiis mouth. 
Mr. Charles Runlet, who was stand­ 
ing on tim front platform of car No. 
51 at the time Mason unhitched the 
mules, remonstrated at the action be­ 
ing taken. saving that the passengers 
had paid their fare, and were entitled 
to a trip uji town. 
Mason replied by 
vilely cursing him, and climbing upon 
the dashboard struck him alongside 
the face.

i involved in another difficulty was a r­ 
rested by Officers I.inly arid Atwood 
and taken to the Third precinct sta­ 
tion, charged with 
disturbing 
the 
peace. 
Jam es I. Day, president of the Sun 
Mutual Insurance company, who re­ 
sides at Annunciation street, : nd who, 
by the way, is a prominent man in 
New Orleans, while coming to his of­ 
fice, saw an altercation on a car, when 
he opened the front door and assisted 
the driver by striking the striker with 
his umbrella.

A “ C reole” in this country is under­ 
stood to bo one born in a * French or 
Sparkish possession, and of European 
parents.

believe this is about the meaning Web­ 
ster gives to the word. 
We used to 
hear of “ Creole negroes,” “ Creole cat­ 
tle,” “ Creole corn,” “ Creole horses,” 
“ Creole eggs,” and “ Creole chickens,” 
meaning anything born or produced in 
Louisiana, blit such expressions are 
seldom heard any more. 
The wealthy 
old Creole families, the Knickerbock­ 
ers of Louisiana, have passed away, 
and their descendants are about the 
only Creoles there are in this country. 
The name was once a great honor in­ 
stead of a stigma, as is supposed by 
many. 
With the departure of wealth 
aud social distinction from these old 
European families went also culture 
and beauty, until now Creole is almost 
a meaningless word, except as it re­ 
fers to the people of other times.

Sergeant Murphy, commanding the 
precinct, next appeared, and taking 
in the serious situation, repaired to 
headquarters and soon came back with 
a quad of men. 
In the meantime Mason and his 
men, all of whom claimed to be acorn- i 
mittee acting under the instructions 
of the Car Drivers’ union, left for the ! 
alleged purpose of reporting what they 
had done to the meeting of the associ­ 
ation.

There were now five cars, Nos. 37, 
39 and 85, on their way down, and 
Nos. 51 and 52, bound up town, all 
stopped in and near the curve of Lee 
Place. 
Another squad of police, un­ 
der Corporal J argot, had arrived, and 
the Mason mob had disappeared.

man named Heeler, said something 
and was hustled off to jail. 
Malodel Peeler, sympathizing with 
the strikers, was also arrested by 
orders of Sergeant Murphy. 
A great crowd of people of all des­ 
criptions had congregated from all 
quarters, and loud denunciation of the 
strikers and the inefficiency of police 
protection was heard on every side. 
A regular riot bad been in progress for 
over an hour, several passenger- had 
been abused and assaulted, one man 
chased through the second principal 
street and terribly beaten.

W intering Pig*. 
In the southern states farmers are at 
little pains to hasten the maturity of 
pigs. 
They are often allowed to run 
at large during several months of the 
year. 
They frequent forest pastures, 
and secure their living chiefly on grass, 
wild fruits, and mast. 
As the winters 
are mild there is little occasion for 
providing shelter for them. 
Hogs sire 
not infrequently kept till they are 3 
years * Id. 
They are fattened when 
pork is required for the family, when 
the market is good, or when feed is 
plenty. 
It is easier to keep store hogs 
in the south than in most of the nortle- 
ern states, but generally more difficult 
to obtain food to fatten them. 
In 
most of the northern states farmers 
aim to, turn oft' their hogs at as early 
an age as possible. 
They dislike to 
keep them over 
the 
winter. 
I ho 
weather is severe, and buildings for 
protecting pigs from the cold are ex­ 
pensive. 
Many farmers keep only 
breeding stock over the winter. 
They 
have their litters of pig' dropped very 
early in the spring, and endeavor to 
have them in condition for the market 
before the winter holidays. 
They keep 
breeds of swine that mature early, 
j 'I hey hasten their growth by feeding a 
large amount of corn and other grains. 
Much has been written to piove that 
hogs arc kept at a his* during the win­ 
ter season. 
Borne farmers think it is 
cheaper to buy pigs in the spring than 
to have the trouble and expense of 
wintering them. 
It is not likely that there is any 
profit in keeping pigs over the winter 
if they have nothing but dry corn to 
I eat, ice-water to drink, and frozen 
ground to sleep on. 
They can not be 
expected to gain when they are pro­ 
vided this kind of diet and lodgings. 
Figs may be kept over the winter, how­ 
ever, with profit, provided their own­ 
ers are situated to take proper care of 
them. 
Shelter of some sort will be re­ 
quired. 
No very expensive buildings, 
however, are necessary. 
A thatched 
roof will carry off the rain and keep 
away the snow. 
With a sufficient 
amount of s ‘raw. which is often wasted 
on western farms, the pigs may lie 
kept comfortable even if there is no 
floor to the building where t hey are 
confined. 
Pigs kept over the winter 
should be supplied with corn. but this 
unlit not be their entire food. 
They 
should have 
hot 
slops, 
milk 
and 
cooked vegetables. 
A farmer who is 
milking several cows during the win­ 
ter will find it to his advantage to keep 
pigs. 
Young pigs will gain rapidly 
during the winter if they have clean 
and warm quarters, and are well sup­ 
plied with the food best adapted to the 
wants of growing animals. 
Boiled po­ 
tatoes and other vegetables mixed with 
ground feed should constitute linefeed 
each day. 
Boiled flaxseed or oil cake 
is very desirable for pigs during the 
winter. 
All who have tried the exper­ 
iment speak highly of ensilage made 
from clover and other tender plants. 
Pigs born in the early part of the 
fall will be of sufficient size to enduro 
the cold before the approach of win­ 
ter. 
If well fed and properly cared 
for they will be strong and hearty in 
the spring and of the proper age to 
make the hest use of clover pasture. 
Pigs dropped in the spring will not 
derive much benefit from clover. They 
will need milk, slops, and ground feed 
during most of the summer. 
Clover 
or some other green forage crop is the 
cheapest food for hogs, as it is for oth­ 
er farm animals. 
It costs little to 
produce it and requires no labor to 
feed it out. 
Pigs of a size to eat clo­ 
ver during the summer an* of very lit­ 
tle trouble to their owners. 
During 
the time the farmer is cultivating his 
crops and putting tip hay his pigs. like 
his sheep and young cattle, 
will be 
gaining in the pasture. 
Pigs dropped 
Tri the fall can be converted into heavy 
hogs before the winter holidays. 
It 
will be very difficult, however, to 
make heavy hogs of pigs born in the 
spring unless they arc kept till late in 
Hie winter. 
The winter is a poor time 
in which to fatten animals as sensitive 
to cold as hogs are. 
Ordinarily it is 
better for them to pass a winter iii the 
earlier part of their lives than in tho 
latest portion of it.—f ’hicayo Times.

Bere la a Heel pc for M aking Trouble by 
W holesale. 
New York Sun. 
A N ebraska correspondent wishes to 
know tho process of m aking whiskey. 
T he grain, corn, or rye, for instanc, is 
ground bet ween a p air of ordinary m ill­ 
stones. 
T he m eal th u s obtained 
is 
m ixed in an iron tu b w ith barley m alt 
in the proportion of 4 bushels of m eal 
to 2 of m alt, and 75 gallons of w ater at 
: a tem p eratu re of 150 dog. F arenheit. 
I A fter w ashing, as it is called, 
for an 
hour 
and 
a 
half 50 gallons m ore 
of 
w ater 
are 
added, 
at 
a 
tem ­ 
p eratu re of 190 deg. 
Two hours la ter, 
i the m ixture having settled, tw o-thirds 
| of th e liquor, which is known as beer, is 
draw n off into shallow vats and 50 g a l­ 
lons of w ater are poured into th e tu b at 
a tem p eratu re of 190 deg. 
In an hour 
; and a half this is draw n off and 80 gal- 
! Ions of boiling w ater are pored in. 
In 
20 m inutes all th e beer in th e tu b is 
draw n off, and as th e last lot is very 
•'weak it m ust eith er lie boiled dow n to 
tile stren g th of the beer obtained 
be­ 
fore, or it may be used with a fresh lot 
of m eal instead of w ater. 
T he beer 
from the shallow' vats is cooled down to 
a tem p eratu re of 70 deg. and then one 
I gallon of yeast is added for each IOO g al­ 
lons of beer. 
W hen the m ixture has ferm ented it 
is ready for distillation, w hich is done 
bv boiling it in a boiler, and condens­ 
ing th e steam by ru n n in g it into a cool­ 
er, which in form er days w ere long 
coils of copper pipe ru n n in g th ro u g h 
tanks of cold w ater, from which arose 
the nam e of th e worm of the still. T he 
condensed steam is sim ply raw w hisky. 
It ] losscssess tlie 
m ost 
disagreeable 
taste, and will kill at forty rods range, 
but it is nevertheless d ilu ted and sold 
in th e cheap saloons. 
T he acrid taste of raw w hiskey is due 
to th e presence of certain greasy products 
jf distillation and lig h t alcohols m ixed, 
w hich are know n by the nam e of fusil 
ail. 
T hese products boil at 173 degrees, 
while tin* alcohol, or th e real stuff, re ­ 
quires a tem p eratu re of 270 degrees, By 
^'distillation the fusul oil is separated. 
It may also be elim inated by ru n n ’ng 
.lie raw 
whiskey th ro u g h granulated 
.*h ar coal th a t has been previously heat- 
;d. 
W hiskey is therefore sim ple alcohol 
of a peculiar flavor due to the substenoes 
from which it was derived, and diluted, 
when honestly m ade, w ith about tw enty- 
ive per cent, of w ater and some of the 
products of distillation o th er than the 
pure am ylic alcohol.

Gn motion of Gen. Barnum, seconded by 
Gen. Husted, the nomination of Evarts was 
made unanimous, and the caucus adjourned. 
The nomination gives great satisfaction in all 
inn rters. 
William Maxwell Evarts was born in Boston, 
F<b. V>, 181 S. 
He was the son of Jeremiah 
Evarts. treasurer and corresponding secretary 
*»f the American board of commissioner* for 
foreign missions. 
He graduated at Yale col­ 
lege in ls.!7, studied in the Harvard law school 
under Judge Story and Prof. Green leaf, aud was 
admitted to the bar in New York in 1841. 
In 
184'.I he was appointed deputy United States 
district attorney in New York city, which po­ 
sition ho held four years. 
In the impeachment 
trial of President Andrew Johnson, in the 
spring of 1888, Sir. Evarts was principal coun­ 
sel for the defendant 
From July 15, 1888, 
to the close o* Johnson's administration he 
was attorney general of the United States. 
Iu 18?2 he was counsel for ftie United States 
before the tribunal of arbitration on the Ala­ 
bama claims at Geneva. 
He was the senior 
counsel retained bv Henry Ward Beecher in 
the action brought by Theodore Tilton, the 
trial of which lasted six months. 
The most 
im portant case in which Mr. Evarts lias since 
appeared an advocate was that of the Repub­ 
lican party before the electoral commission in 
the early* part of 1877. 
Mr. Evarts is also 
w idely know n as an orator. 
President Hay *s 
prom ptly anpointed him secretary of state, 
which office lie retained until the close of the 
ad mi net ration. 
Since then he has 
held no 
public office.

Iu the northwest there are a large 
number of veteran Union Soldiers who 
participated in the battle at Nashville. 
From a clear an! very entertaining 
narrative of Hood’s Nashville campaign, 
by Capt. J. W. A. W right, in the current 
numlier of the Philadelphia Weekly 
Times, the following battle-pictures are 
taken which will interest1 all concerned 
in that engagem ent: 
111 preparing the best defensive work* 
for the conflict of December 10, which 
was the most general action and by far 
the bloodiest battle at Nashville, our 
men along the slope at Overton hill— 
who had been made experts in ditching 
by the Atlantic campaign—found it im­ 
possible in the short interval 
from 
midnight till the morning’s attack was 
to 
In' expected to construct earth­ 
works of any value. 
A foot or two be­ 
low the surface they struck the ljnie 
rock and they found it impossible to 
displace enough soil for their purpose, 
so our brigade was compelled that night 
to make the safest breastworks we could 
out of trees we cat near the line*.* 
As 
it was our men made very good wood­ 
works with head logs, but these were a 
poor protection, except against minie 
balls. 
On the day of that bloody and mem­ 
orable battle our division 
Clayton’s — 
formed the right of Hood’s line, Steven­ 
son’s division connected with our left, 
and next to the 
left was Johnson’s 
division. 
The respective brigades of 
onr divisions were posted as follows: 
Stovall’s from Georgia on the right,

curve to protect our flank —toward* the 
railroad cut already mentioned.

to the left xiid westward came Holtz- 
claw s Alabama brigade, to which my 
regiment belonged, its left resting on 
Franklin pike. 
Immediately to our left

the unusual distinctness with which 
from our hillside we could see more than 
a mile of Hood’s line to our left.

Our hastily constructed line 
of works extended across the northern 
slope of Overton hill.

w as Fenner's battery, with 
four guns on the line of.battle, Capt. 
Fenner himself being in command that 
day of Eldridge’s battalion of artillery, 
which was supported by Clayton’s in­

The Eufanla light artillery- 
four pieces —w as just in rear of the 
aj>ex of the hill. 
These two batteries, 
or eight guns in all, were the only a r­ 
tillery immediately employed in the 
bloody work of defending Overton hill.

Onr regiment had not quite finished 
its abattis of brush—thrown together 
hastily and roughly from the limbs and 
tree tops cut from our logs at night 
when lietween 8 and 9 o'clock in the 
morning the federal batteries began a 
terrific shelling of onr works.

ternoon a general riot was feared aud 
the sympathies of the people turned 
against the street car men.

A RIOT AT L EE CIRCLE. 
There was a large collection ot men 
and boys, black and white, at the c o r­ 
ner of C’aflal and Royal and spreading 
all over the neutral ground. 
They 
were standing still, shuffling round on 
their feet, craning their necks, then 
pulling them in, as if trying to draw a 
rry tan ia street car in sight, and asking 
all sorts of questions relative to the 
strike and how they were to get up 
town. 
There were strangers in that crowd 
who were anxious to get somewhere, 
ladies with tired feet, and little chil­ 
dren holding them by the hands; men. 
w ives aud mothers, who wanted to get 
home, and whenever a car rolled up to 
the stand a rush was made, a scram­ 
ble for seats, and a push to gain en­ 
trance, were the occupations of t he 
moment. 
The trip" were growing in­ 
frequent and much further apart, tor 
committeemen of the strikers were 
persuading ami frightening the men 
off the cars, which in consequence 
soon ceased to run 
The reporter then walked out to 
Baronne street where one of the Car­ 
rollton lino was ready to move up 
town. 
It was jammed w hen it left the 
stand, and the mules could scarcely 
pull it along. 
It was then quarter to 
3. 
As it turned from Delord street to­ 
ward St, Charles and neared Lee place 
it stopped. 
Ju st ahead, on th** down 
track, was car No. 37 or the same line 
surrounded by an infuriated crowd,led 
by a striker named Mason. The driver 
of No. 37, a man named Depez, was 
dragged over the dashboard, knocked 
down, kicked ami brutally used. 
On 
regaining his feet he started to run and 
was pursued and beaten. 
He finally 
sought refuge in a house on Sr. Charles 
street, the mob following him to tin* 
door and breaking the flower vases 
1 that were on the side of the steps. 
Mason then, followed by his gang, 
returned down the track, stopping 
cars 51 and 52, taking out the mules 
and driving them oft. 
He was curs­ 
ing, yelling, defying the law, shout­ 
ing, wanting to fight, abusing bystan­ 
ders, assaulting passengers, and, back­ 
ed by his followers, began ordering 
people awat and threatened to whip 
any man who dared apen iiis mouth. 
Mr. C h a rle s Ranlet, who was stand­ 
ing on the front platform of car No. 
51 at the time Mason unhitched the 
mules, remonstrated at the action be­ 
ing taken, saying that the passengers 
had paid their fare, and w ere entitled 
to a trip up town. 
Mason replied by 
vilely cursing him, and climbing upon 
the dashboard struck him alongside 
the face. 
“ Where did you come from, 
anyway?” demanded Mason. 
“ I was 
! raised here among you, and the sym­ 
pathies of the people which have been 
with you will be withdrawn and you 
will be the sufferers by it,” replied 
Mr. Ranlet. 
“ W ell,” said Mason, 
j “ we are now running this and will 
down thing- for the present.” 
People who protested were ordered 
to keep quiet or it would be the worse 
for them, “ they would get the same that 
the driver of No. 37 got.” 
Mason’s 
mob was increasing, and as no police

chartered by its passengers, most of 
whom were ladies, for the purpose of 
getting down town.

out and turned loose. 
The crowd then returned to cars 37 
and 39, and taking them off the rails 
placed them crossways on the tracks.

The men ask to have their wages iu- 
creased from 850 aud 856 to 860 per 
month, and to work only fifteen hours 
per day, and that none but union men 
be employed.

the companies said that they would 
not yield, and now as a fact, the city 
and the people give their support. 
The city and the exposition must 
softer greatly from thi- strike, but it 
is hoped that this will be the last one 
for tin* winter.

have never seen a city that depended 
so much on street cars as does New 
Orleans, or that can so illy do without 
them.

W intering Figs. 
In the southern states farmers are at 
little pains to hasten the m aturity of 
pigs. 
They are often allowed to run 
at large during several months of the 
year. 
They frequent forest pastures, 
and secure their livingchieflv on grass, 
wild fruits, and mast. 
A* the winters 
are mild there is little occasion for 
providing sh**lter for them. 
Hogs *aro 
not infrequently kept till they are 3 
years old. They are fattened when 
pork is required for the family, when 
the m arket is good, or when feed is 
plenty. 
It is easier to keep store hogs 
in the south than in most of the north­ 
ern states, but generally more difficult 
to obtain food to fatten them. 
In 
most of the northern states farm ers 
aim to, turn oft’ their hogs at as early 
au age as possible. 
They *li*iike to 
keep them over the 
winter. 
Tho 
weather is severe, and buildings for 
protecting pigs from the cold are ex­ 
pensive. 
Many farm ers keep only 
breeding stock over the winter. 
They 
have their litters of pigs dropped very 
early in the spring, and endeavor to 
have them in condition for the m arket 
before the winter holidays. 
They keep 
breeds of swine that m ature early. 
They hasten their growth by feeding a 
large amount of corn and other grains. 
Much has been written to piove that 
hogs are kept at a loss during the win­ 
ter season. 
Some farmers think it is 
cheaper to buy pigs in the spring than 
to have the trouble and expense of 
wintering them. 
It is not likely that there is any 
profit in keeping pigs over the winter 
if they have nothing but dry corn to 
eat, ice-water to drink, and frozen 
ground to sleep on. 
They can not bo 
expected to gain when they are pro­ 
vided this kind of diet and lodgings. 
•Pigs may be kept over the winter, how­ 
ever, with profit, provided their own­ 
ers are situated to take proper caro of 
them. 
Shelter of some sort will be re­ 
quired. 
No very expensive buildings, 
however, are necessary. 
A thatched 
roof will carry off the rain and keep 
away the snow. 
With a sufficient 
amount of 3’.raw. w hich is often wasted 
on western farms, the pigs may be 
kept comfortable even if there is no 
floor to the building where they aro 
confined. 
Pigs kept over the winter 
should be supplied with corn, but this 
must not be their entire food. 
Ihe}* 
should have 
hot 
slops, 
milk 
and 
cooked vegetables. 
A farm er who is 
milking several cows during the win­ 
ter will find it to his advantage to keep 
pigs. 
Young pigs will gain rapidly 
during the winter if they have clean 
and warm quarters, and arc well sup­ 
plied with the food best adapted to tho 
wants of growing animals. 
Boiled po­ 
tatoes and other vegetables mixed with 
ground f«*ed should constitute one feed 
each day. 
Boiled flaxseed or oil cake 
is very desirable for pigs during the 
winter. 
All who have tried the exper­ 
iment speak highly of ensilage made 
from clover and other tender plants. 
Pigs born in the early part of the 
fall will be of sufficient size to endure 
1 the cold before the approach of win- 
\ ter. 
If well fed and properly cared 
for they will be strong and hearty in 
I the spring and of the proper age to 
| make the best use of clover pasture, 
i Pigs dropped in the spring will not 
derive much benefit from clover. They 
j will need milk, slops, and ground feed 
during most of the summer. 
(’lover 
! or some other green forage crop is the 
! cheapest food for hogs, as it is for oth- 
j er farm animals. 
It costs little to 
produce it and requires no labor to 
feed it out. 
Pigs of a size to eat do* 
' ver during the summer are of very lit­ 
tle trouble to their owners. 
During

A N eb rask a co rresp o n d en t w ishes to 
know th e process of m aking w hiskey. 
T he g rain , corn, or rye, for instanc, is 
ground bet ween a p air of o rd in ary m ill­ 
stones. 
T he m eal th u s obtained 
is 
m ixed in an iron tu b w ith b arley m alt 
in the p ro p o rtio n of 4 bushels of m eal 
to 2 of m alt, and 75 gallons of w ater at 
a tem p eratu re of 150 dog. F aren h e it. 
A fter w ashing, as it is called, 
for an 
hour 
and 
a 
h alf 50 gallons m ore 
of 
w ater 
are 
added, 
a t 
a 
te m ­ 
p era tu re of 190 deg. 
Tw o h o u rs la te r, 
th e m ix tu re having settled , tw o-thirds 
of th e liq u o r, w hich is know n as beer, is 
draw n off into shallow vats and 50 g a l­ 
lons of w ater are poured into th e tu b at 
a te m p e ra tu re of 190 deg. 
In an hour 
and a half th is is draw n off am i HO g a l­ 
lons of boiling w ater are port'd in. 
In 
20 m inutes all th e beer in 
tlie tu b is 
draw n off, and as th e last lot is very 
weak it m ust e ith er be boiled dow n to 
th e stre n g th of the beer o b tain ed 
be­ 
fore, or it m ay be used with a fresh lot 
of m eal inst* ad of w ater. 
T he beer 
from th e shallow* vats is cooled down to 
a te m p e ra tu re of 70 d fg . and th e n one 
gallon of yeast is added for each 100 g al­ 
lons of beer. 
W hen th e m ix tu re has ferm en ted it 
is ready for d istillatio n , w hich is done 
by boiling it in a boiler, an d condens­ 
ing th e steam by ru n n in g it in to a cool­ 
er, w hich in form er days w ere long 
coils of copper pipe ru n n in g th ro u g h 
tanks of cold w ater, from w hich arose 
th e nam e of th e worm of th e still. T he 
condensed steam is sim ply raw w hisky. 
It possessesH tlie 
m ost 
disagreeable 
taste, and will kill at forty roils range, 
b u t it is n ev erth eless d ilu te d and sold 
in th e cheap saloons. 
T h e acrid taste of raw w hiskey is due 
to th e presence of certain greasy p ro d u cts 
yf distillation and lig h t alcohols m ixed, 
which are know n by th e nam e of fusil 
ail. 
T hese p ro d u cts boil at 173 degrees, 
while th e alcohol, or th e real stuff, re ­ 
quires a te m p eratu re of 270 degrees. By 
•odistillation the fusul oil is separated.
